JOE Sarver was president of the stu- 
dent body when he was Auburn under- 
graduate. In the 14 years since his 
graduation in 1937 he has lost none of 
the easy-going ability to get along with 
people that carried him to the campus’ 
top student position. 


Today, as the new Executive Secre- 


tary of the Auburn Alumni Association, 
he is back in harness serving the In- 
stitution that has claimed so much of 
his devotion since he came to Auburn 


from Athens as a freshman in 1933. 


In his position he will be respon- 
Sible for carrying out the program 
outlined by the Association’s Execu- 
tive Committee. As the administrator 
of the business of the Association, it 
is the Executive Secretary who is its 
number one representative and, as 
such, the representative of all of Au- 
burn’s alumni. In addition to the 
duties set for him by the Executive 
Committee, he will also be faced with 
the daily problems of administration 
that must be dealt with. 


To returning alumni, the Executive 
Secretary is the college’s “Good Will 
Ambassador.” Uusually, it is to him that 
they turn for information and guidance 


on their visits to an Auburn whose phy- 
Sical features have changed rapidly dur- 
ing the past decade. And they will al- 
Ways find him ready to help in what- 


ever way he can. 


His daily mail brings him many re- 
quests for speaking engagements, and 
as Often as possible he accepts these in- 
Vitations. 

One of the most important duties the 


Executive Secretary has is the planning 
and carrying out of the Association’s 
various drives for funds. He is also the 
alumni representative to the college. 


Perhaps the phase of his activity 
that brings him most in contact with 
alumni is his work with the Auburn 
Clubs. It is through him that the Clubs 
are organized. He serves as a “clearing 
house’ for their questions and for the 
information that goes out of the Asso- 
Ciation’s offices in answer to those 
questions. 


In cases where it is possible to do 
So, he meets with the interested group 
to help them personally in their pre- 
liminary planning. Then, if his duties 
permit, he attends their organizational 
meeting so that he can answer further 
questions that may come up and, with 
his over-all knowledge of the National 
Association and its activities, see to it 
that the new club is established along 
Sound lines and given a program and a 
80al to work toward. 


Now in Georgia 


FORMER Executive Secretary Harry M. 
Davis, ’32, whose resignation was ac- 


cepted last March 1, is now special re~_ 


presentative of the Board of Fire Under- 
writers in the southern half of Georgia. 

Mr. Davis entered alumni work at 
Auburn August 1, 1945. Prior to that he 
spent 10 years with the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation. He received his bache- 
lor’s degree in aeronautical engineering 
in 1932. Studies at George Washington 
University and Southeastern University 
lead to the LL.B. degree. 


A member of Sigma Nu social fra- 


ternity, Mr. Davis also holds member- 


ship in the Society of Former Special 
Agents of the F.B.I. While at Auburn 
he was an active Rotarian, serving as 
secretary, vice president, and president 
of the Auburn Club. He was a member 
of the vestry of the Auburn Episcopal 
Church. 


Expansion work 


UNDER his direction, the national: of- 
fices of the Auburn Alumni Association 
were expanded to their present status. 
Taking over in August, 1945, he 
found the Association’s staff to con- 
sist of himself and one office worker. 
Files consisted of a few thousand ad- 
dress cards shuffled away in a dusty 
filing cabinet. 


Today, the Association maintains an 
address file on more than 20,000 former 
Auburn = students. Regularly mailed 
questionnaires turn up addresses on other 
alumni who have never before been list- 
ed with the Association. The files are 
cross indexed to simplify the location of 
Alumni by states and, within Alabama, 
by counties. These files are used, at 
various times, by all departments of the 
college. In addition, they are consulted 
daily in order to answer the many alum- 
ni requests for the addresses of former 
classmates with whom contact has been 
lost. 


Mr. Davis established the annual 
Greater Auburn Fund Program. This 
program, one of annual alumni giving 
to the Institution, is now in its fourth 
year. To date, it has brought more 
than $140,000 into the Association’s 
treasury. This money, as all Associa- 
tion funds are, was allocated and 
spent by the Executive Committee for 
purposes that would best benefit 


the school. 


Today the National Association main- 
tains an Alumni Lounge for visiting 
alumni at Auburn. Its office staff of 
three secretaries is kept busy with cor- 
respondence and the other things that 
active ‘organization - encounter. More 
than one million pieces of mail are 
handied by the staff every year. 


The Alumnews, established by Mr. 
Davis in April, 1946, is today a thriving 
publication. It is sent, free of charge, to 
every former student in the Associa- 
tion’s files. It is published twelve times.

NEWEST of the Auburn Clubs is the 
one organized during March by alumni 
in the Coosa-Tallapoosa County area. 
The story of their organization may 
‘serve as a model for other proposed 
Auburn Clubs. 
Alexander City was the hub of in- 
terest in the club’s formation. Alumni 
and friends of the school became more 
and more aware that they were miss- 
ing old school contacts. Too, they 
felt the college needed assistance in 
fields that only they, as alumni, could 
furnish, And because they weren’t or- 
ganized, there was no way for them to 
make their contribution as fully as 
they felt they ,.wanted to. 
After many hours of discussion it was 
‘decided that only through an alumni 


«club could -they efficiently aid their 


Alma Mater. As spokesman for the 
group, Charles C. Adams, ’36, Alexander 
City. insurance man and a member of 
the state legislature, put in a call to the 
Alumni Association Offices in Auburn 
to request. help in the organization of 
fheir proposed club. 

-Immediately a check was made to de- 
termine how many former students were 
located in the area. A sample set of 
by-laws for local clubs, a copy of the 
constitution and by-laws of the national 
association, and a letter explaining the 
usual problems facing new clubs were 
sent to Mr. Adams. : 

On behalf of the interested group, 
he had requested that post cards be 
sent to alumni in the area notifying 
them of an organizational meeting to 
be held Wednesday night, March 7, at 
the City Hall in Alexander City. More 
than 250 cards were addressed by the 

Association’s office staff and put in 

the mail. —— . 

Executive Secretary Joseph B, Sar- 
ver, Jr., "37, ‘made “plans to atterfa” the 
meeting ard to help’in the work of get= 
ting the new club started. In Alexander 
City, Dadeville, Goodwater, Rockford, 
Nixburg, Kellyton, and all over Coosa 
and Tallapoosa County the word 
spread. Alumni: were doing some seri- 
ous thinking about their club, and most 
of them had definite questions that they 
wanted answered. 


On the night of the meeting, Secre- 
tary Sarver and Alumnews Editor Jim 
Forrester, °49, left Auburn in time to 
drive to Alexander City by 5:30 in the 
afternoon. Some of the alumni who had 
been most active in arousing interest in 
the club wanted to discuss the organiza- 
tional work before the 7:30 meeting. 

Sarver and Forrester contacted Tho- 
mas H. Thompson, Jr., 737, Charles 
Adams, William’ “Bud” Hodo, Jr., °41, 
and Joe Bob Mitchell, .°37. During 
dinner many of the questions were ans- 
wered and the problems smoothed over. 
By seven o’clock they were on their way

arrive. By the time Mr. Adams was 


ready to open the meeting there were 
about 40 on hand. 

After he had explained the purpose of 
the gathering he turned the meeting 
over to Sarver, who went into qore 
complete detail on the question of or- 
ganizing and keeping a club going. 


o For more than two hours Secretary 


Sarver answered questions from the 
floor. Then, when it was felt that 
an understanding had been reached, a 
temporary president, Charles Adams, 
was elected and the next meeting was 
set for March 21. It was to be the 
final organizational meeting. Com- 
mittees were appointed to study va- 
rious problems and make recommen- 
dations and the meeting adjourned. 

To help in arousing interest, the As- 
sociation prepared news releases on the 
formation of the new club and, with 
the help of the A.P.I. News Bureau, dis- 
tributed them to newspapers in the area 
and in Montgomery and Birmingham. 
As.the time for the meeting approached, 
the Association once more sent cards to 
the alumni in the area. And to the 
meeting, along with Sarver and For- 
rester, came Photographer’ Barton 
Perry, ’44, to record the birth of an 
Auburn Club. 


Right on the dot of 7:30 Mr. Adams 
called the’ meeting to order. The Con- 
stitutional Committee, headed by L. 
E. Sellers, Jr., °34, made its report 
and recommended, among other things, 
a nine-man Executive Committee com- 
posed of the president, three vice presi- 
dents, secretary, treasurer, and three 
members elected from three districts of 
the area, 


...Elected* president of the club was Joe 
Bob Mitchell. Mac Thomas, Fletcher 
Farrington, ’30, and L. E. Sellers, Jr., 
were named vice presidents. On the 
Executive Committee went Hugh Fo- 
shee, 443, James R. Hubbard, Jr., ’39, and 
Dr. Hugh Neighbors, ’22. Charles Adams 
was elected treasurer, and President 
Mitchell, as provided in the adopted 
constitution, appointed as his secretary 
William Hodo, Jr. 


Plans were made for a concentrated 
membership drive, and the next meet- 
ing was set for May 9 in Dadeville. At 
that meeting, chicken and refresh- 
ments will be served and Coach Ralph 
Jordan and several members of his 
staf will be on hand. Fletcher Farring- 
ton, ’30, was put in charge of the din- 
ner. 


Again, news. releases and _ pictures 
were sent out by the Association. And 
in Alexander City the Auburn Club, 
now a reality, began to function in 
earnest.

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On the campus 


Auburn in March 


LEAVES were popping out on trees, 
flowers were peeping through, and the 
birds seemed to know that winter, at 
fast, was gone. Then, on March 13, 
Auburn awoke to 24 hours of intermit- 
tant snow. None stuck, but thermome- 
ters fell and, shivering in disgust, stu- 
dents and faculty swung into final 
exams. 
Winter quarter ended, and 303 de- 
grees were granted. Head Football 
~Coach Ralph Jordan named several as- 
sistants and give newspapers a new 
topic to expound on. The baseball team 
opened its season, and the long delayed 
spring training for the football squad 
finally began. 


A brand new spring quarter opened 
and Auburn’s annual student political 
circus got under way, pointing toward 
the April 12 elections. 

Biggest news, however, was made by 
the Board of Trustees. They voted for 
a 1951-53 budget of $4,315,000, almost 40 
per cent more than the school received 
two years ago. by 


Budget—up 40 per cent 


AUBURN’s Board of Trustees, in their 
first “meeting with Governor Gordon 
Persons, °25, approved a. request of 
$4,315,000 to be submitted to the legis- 
lature as needed by the Institution for 
the 1951-53 biennium. 

The request, explained by Presi- 
dent Ralph B. Draughon, ’22, as re- 
presenting a careful consideration of 
real needs of A.P.I., exceeds by about 
40 per cent ($1,256,400) the amount 
granted by the legislature for the cur- 
rent period. 


Gov. Persons abstained from voting 
on the budget. He explained that, as an 
alumnus, he would approve the re- 
quest. However, his platform called for 
no new taxes unless absolutely neces- 
Sary and then only for education. He 
added that if he approved the request 
now he might later have to vote against 
it. : 


In pointing out reasons for the in- 
creased request, Dr. David W. Mul- 
lins, executive vice president of A.P.I., 
said that the number of veterans was 
rapidly dwindling. This shifts the ex’. 
pense of instruction from the federal 
government back to the state. 

Other expenses listed by Dr. Mul- 
lins included a full summer schedule 
under the “speed-up” plan, efforts to 
keep the faculty intact, and establish- 
ment of research programs to aid the 
government. 


303 receive degrees 


WINTER quarter commencement ex- 
ercises, held last March 16 in the Stu- 
dent Activities Building, saw 303 se- 
‘niors and graduate students awarded 
degrees. 

Dr. O. C. Aderhold, president of the 
University of Georgia, delivered the 
commencement address. 


Campus politics 


AUBURN’S campus elections are sche- 
duled for next April 12, and for the 
first time in years there will be full 


‘competition for all offices. 


Under the constitution recently adopt- 
ed there are 17 executive and senatorial 
offices to be filled. When qualifications 
were closed 35 students had been ac- 
cepted as candidates. 

Running for top spot, president of 
the student body, are Gene Allred, 
Alpha Gamma Rho senior from Lin- 
coin, and Bill Brooks, Kappa Alpha 
senior from Marietta, Georgia. 

Also to be named in the April 12 
elections are editors and business mana- 
gers for the Glomerata and Plainsman. 

Seven candidates have been qualified 
by the Board of Student Publications, 
two for each post except that of busi- 
ness manager of the Glomerata. After 


the first qualifications meeting of the 
Board, there were no qualified appli- 
cants for the Glomerata job. 
Application deadline for the post 
was extended and after the second 


meeting only one applicant, Bill 
Moore, was qualified. The Board

AS chairman of the Extension Service 
sub-committee on legislation of the As- 


sociation of Land 
Grant Colleges and

(1) There has never been a short- 
age of’ farm products in the United 
States for normal needs. 
gencies develop shortages. 

(2) While production has been ade- 
quate, and has increased steadily in 
total volume, the number of the people 
of the U. S. on farms has declined con- 


tinuously. Fewer and fewer people on 
farms produce more and more farm 


products. - 

(3) The total acreage in cropland in 
the U. S., however, has not changed 
greatly in half a century or more. So, 
per acre production climbs too. 

(4) Farmers continue to be the 

backbone of the sound, constructive, 
and progressive American way of life. 

Farmers were given highest praise for 
these remarkable achievements. They, 
of course, give much credit to their 
county agents and home agents for in- 
formation stemming back to the experi- 
ment stations of. their land grant col- 
leges.

fertilizer applied to permanent pastures, 
according to results obtained from an 
experiment at the Black Belt Sub- 


station covering a ten-year period. The 


experiment consisted of yearly applica- 
tions of 400 pounds of superphosphate 
per acre on a pasture grazed by good 
quality beef steers. 


On an experimental plot of four 
acres which received the 400 pounds 
of superphosphate per year, the yield 
was 306 pounds of beef per acre an- 
nually. On an adjoining plot which 
received no fertilizer, the yield was 
only 163 pounds of beef per acre per 
year, showing the increased yield 
creditable to application of fertilizer 
to be 143 pounds of beef per acre. 
At minimum prices on the present 
market, -this increase (approximately 
25 cents per pound) amounts to $35.75 
per acre. At current prices, the. cost 
of applying annually 400° pounds of 
superphosphate would be $4.00. per 
acre, leaving a return above cost of 
$31.75 per acre or a return of 793 per 
cent for the investment in fertilizer. 


Experiments have shown that.a 
maximum production of beef is made by 
growing a combination of adapted le- 
gumes and grasses.

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Their secret: Plenty of hard work 


CONFIDENCE, vitality, aggressiveness. 
Those things pop into your mind when 
you're talking with members of the 
Jefferson County Auburn Club. 

In Jefferson County during the past 
five years the Auburn Club has been 
molded into -a powerful force in the 
common drive toward. a Greater Au- 
burn. Today, with men of imagination

“came president. He was reelected for 
the 49 term and Thomas F. Hobart, °27, 
took over the reins in 1950.

Since the days of its organization, 
the structure of the Jefferson County 
Auburn Club has been shaped and re- 
shaped into its present functional’ form.

“THERE is

aircraft carrier. However, my 
and I are the first Army 
support .an invasion 
carrier and return.” 

Those words were taken from a let- 
ter recently recefved by the Associa- 
tion from Majer William B. Capps, °35. 
Maj. Capps, who is currently command- 
ing officer of the IX Corps Air Section 
in Korea, was personal pilot for Lieuten- 
ant General Edward M. Almond for the 
first seven months of the Korean ac- 
tion. 

He calls this duty “the most in- 
structive and dangerous in my Army 
career.” This from a pilot who, in 
World War Il, received the Purple 
Heart with Oak Leaf Cluster for 
wounds received in the European 
Theater of Operations.

During his tour as Gen. Almond’s 
personal pilot, writes Maj. Capps, he and 
the General “were on the front line 
daily. The first and only break was the 
time General MacArthur called his field 
commanders to Tokyo fér a conference. 
(This trip and conference took only 23 
hours.) 


“During the Wolmi-do and Inchon in- 
vasions I flew missions for five. days 
from the aircraft. carrier Badoeng- 
Strait from September 15 to September 
20 in support of the First Marine Divi- 
sion, Seventh Division, and X Corps.” 

It. was during this time that Maj. 
Capps and his section made history by 
their continuing air support of an in- 
vasion from the decks of an aircraft 
carrier. 

He writes, “This operation is the 
recorded in the history. of mili- 
tary invasion where no losses occurred 
in aircraft or \personnel.” 

After the action Maj. Capps and all 
his pilots were awarded Silver Stars 
for their work during the invasion. He 
now has more than 600 combat flying 
hours on or beyond. the front line. 

On December 18, 1950, during the 
Chosen Reservoir Battle, Gen. Almond 
promoted him from captain to the 
rank of major. At the time of his pro- 
motion Maj. Capps was also given the 
Distinguished Flying Cross and the 
Army's highest fiying rating, Senior 
Army. Aviator.

\FRANK Paul Schone came to the 
United States in 1908 from the Elbe city 
of Dresden, capital of Saxony, south 
German state. To accustom himself to 
this country, he spent his first summer 
over here in Chicago, where he studied 
at the University, 


But Chicago proved to be only a 
stop-over stay, for Prof. Schone had as 
his real destination A.P.I. 

“I just had the idea. of ‘seeing a 
little of the world first’,” he expresses 
it. “I had read about Auburn in a 
‘German book .on American educa- 
‘tional institutions. I'd looked over its 
curriculum and decided before leav- 
ing Germany to go to A.P.1.” 

Mr. Schone entered the mechanical 
engineering department at A.P.I. in 


1908, and he was “immediately wel-, 


comed by faculty and students?’ Dur- 
ing his college career one of his room- 


~ Mates was C. R, Hixon, a member of 


the mechanical engineering class of ’07, 
and now Auburn’s head professor of 
mechanical engineering. 

Among Auburn’s early educators 
whom: Prof. Schone readily remembered 
were W, W. “Tubby” Hill, 07, JT: X 
Wiatt, who asked him to assist in Ger- 
man and -French classes, M. T. Fullan, 
‘99, now in Pensacola, Florida, and 
former engineering professor, Arthur 
St. Charles Dunstan, ’89, head of the 
department of electrical engiweering, J. 
J. Wilmore, dean of the School of Engi- 
neering until his*death a decade ago, 
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COMPETITION isn’t thought of very 
often in connection with books. But 
right now, librarians at A.P.I, are 
searching avidly through the library’s 
shelves in hope of finding enough 125- 
year-old books to enable Auburn to 
come out at or near the top in competi- 
tion with other libraries in Alabama.

HIS Auburn days were not all serious 
study for Mr. Schone. He remembers 
clearly that one day he didn’t feel so 
well, so he called on Dr. Drake, college 
physician. Jokingly, Dr. Drake pulled 
from his pocket a prescription—several 
white pills and a plug of tobacco. 

Prof. Schone spent some of his most 
enjoyable hours at A.P.I. in fencing, 
tennis, and military science. A mem- 
ber of Company “B”, he especially 
liked Colonel Benjamin S. Patrick, 
PMS&T at that time. 

“I remember that sometimes | 
would walk over the countryside,” 
Prof. Schone mused. “Several times | 
walked as far as Opelika—seven miles 
away! There was no paved road be- 
tween Auburn and Opelika in those 
days.” " 

Immediately after graduating from 
Auburn in June of "}2, Mr. Schone 
visited during the summer with his 
mother in Dresden. He then went with 
Westinghouse Machine Company in 
East Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, as an ap- 
prentice engineer. For two years after 
September, 1913, he was assistant to the 
research engineer at Westinghouse, 
and in the fall of 1915 he was appoint- 
ed a College of Engineering instructor 
at the University of Iowa. 

A member of the SUI (State Univer- 
sity of Iowa) engineering faculty for the 
past 36 years, Prof. Schone in 1919 be- 
came assistant professor and in 1922, 
associate professor of engineering draw- 
ing. 

In 1920 he obtained his professional 
degree in mechanical engineering from 
A.P.I., and between 1918 and 1919 took 
part-time graduate studies at the Uni- 
versity in Iowa. 

During almost every summer from 
1916 to 1940, Prof. Schone did pro- 
fessional engineering work—as engi- 
neer and designer for firms, or as a 
consulting engineer. In the summer 
of 1920 he served as assistant to the 
consulting engineer for Toledo Scale 
Company, Toledo, Ohio. 

In the summers of 1923 and 1924 
Prof. Schone visited Europe to make

ONE of Auburn’s most famous sons, 
Lt. Gen. Franklin A. Hart, ’15, U. S. 
Marine Corps, was elevated to that rank 
last February 23, when Gen. Clifton B. 
Cates, Marine Corps Commandant, of- 
ficially read the Presidential Order in 
formal ceremonies before the General’s 
assembled Marine Corps Schools staff 
at Quantico, Virginia. 

Mrs. Katherine C. Hart, his wife, 
and Gen. Cates pinned the third star 
on Gen. Hart’s uniform Signifying his 
promotion. 

A native of Cuthbert, Georgia, who 
grew up in Eufaula, Gen. Hart was a 
member of Auburn's varsity football, 
track, and soccer teams from 1911 to 
1914. He is a member of Sigma Phi 

Epsilon social fraternity. 

Now Commanding General, Marine 
Corps Schools, he was commissioned a 
second lieutenant on April 6, 1917, and 
has served in two world wars during his 
period of military service.
